2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Reference is made to the following document: 

Dl: DE 33 38 122 A (BBT BLEI BAU TECHNIK GMBH) 9 May 1985

Dl, which is considered the closest prior art, discloses 
(cf . page 4, lines 25-30 and page 5, lines 14-17) a 
radiation protection device having a screening element 
and a cover which surrounds the latter, from which the 
subject matter of claim 1 differs in that the cover can 
be pulled over the screening element and can be 
separately completely therefrom. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

The problem addressed by the present invention can 
therefore be considered that of simplifying the cleaning 
and sterilisation of the screening device. 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the 
present application involves an inventive step (PCT 
Article 33(3)). The fact that the cover can be pulled 
over and separated simplifies sterilisation and cleaning

and enables standard methods to be used for sterilisation 
by boiling or by means of an autoclave or vaporising in a 
protective atmosphere with a corresponding gas mixture 
without risk of the screening material being damaged by 
high temperatures and the protective function thus no 
longer being able to be reliably provided. 



Claims 2-18 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCT novelty and inventive step 
requirements . 

The same reason applies accordingly to independent claim 
19 and claims 20-24 which are dependent thereon. 
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
